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RULE  I. 

MeI'Ibers. — Tiiat  this  Company  shall  consist  of 
Sixty  JNIembers,  including  the  Captain,  five  Lieuten- 
ants, and  Secretary  ;  to  be  divided  into  five  Divisi- 
ons, each  Lieutenant  to  have  charge  of  an  Engine  ; 
the  whole  under  the  direction  and  inspection  of  the 
Captain,  and  no  Officer  shall  act  as  such  till  approv- 
ed of  by  the  Firewardens  or  other  authoiity. 

RULE  n. 

Meeting  fou  examining  engines. — That  thTa 
Company  meet  on  the  Tlurd  Tuesday  of  every  Ca- 
lendar Month,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  or  work- 
ing the  Engines  and  keeping  them  in  good  order  ; 
and  every  Member  upon  neglect  thereof,  shall  pay 
a  fine  of  2s.  6s.  Sickness  or  absence  from  Town  up- 
on necessary  business  excepted. 

RULE  III. 

Time  op  meeting  for  business. — That  after 
working  the  Engines,  each  and  every  Member  shall 
repair  to  any  house  (except  in  the  summer  time)  the 
Captuin  and  a  majority  of  the   Company  shall  think 
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most  convenient,  where  the  Lieutenant  of  each  Di- 
vision, shall  make  a  return  to  the  Captain  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  his  Division,  of  present  and  absent  Mem- 
bers, and  the  state  ot  the  Engine  he  commands, 
which  shall  be  minuted  in  the  Books,  with  any  ob- 
Hcrvations  that  may  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Company. 

RULE  IV. 

Cl.F.ANIVG  ENGINES  FOR  WINTER. At  tllP.  Month- 
ly IMeeting  in  October,  the  Company  is  to  meet  pre- 
cisely at  three  o'clock,  for  cleaning  and  putting  the 
Engines  in  good  order  for  the  Winter  ;  and  every 
IMomhcr  not  attending  shall  pay  a  fme  of  5s.  after 
cleaning  the  Engine,  the  JMembcrs  shall  attend  at 
the  usual  hour  six  o'clock. 

RULE  V. 

ApPOi:tTMEXT  AND    DUTY  OF  KEFPER.— At     CVCry 

Monthly  Meeting,  one  or  more  Members  shall  be 
appointed  for  each  Division,  to  take  care  of  their  res- 
i)ective  Engines  and  Apparatus  ;  and  in  the  \\  inter 
Season  they  must  clear  away  the  Snow  from  the 
door  of  the  Engine  House,  so  that  there  may  be  no 
obstructions  in  the  wav  of  tlie  Engine  in  case  of  a 
fire,  which  shall  be  done  before  9  o'clock,  a.  m.  or 
before  9  o'clock,  r.  m.  under  a  penalty  of  i2s.  6d.  for 
each  and  every  Member,  and  every  neglect. 

RULE  VL 

Duty  of  members  in  case  of  fire.— That  each 
Member  on  hearing  an  alarm  of  Fire,  shall  immedi- 
ately repair  to  his  Engine  House,  and  if  the  Engine 
should  be  gone,  repair  to  the  fire  and  assist  his 
brethren,  and  after  the  fire  is  extinguished,  assist  in 
.retting  back  the  Engine  to  the  Engine  House  ;  but 
Tf  the  Encrine  should  be  detained  by  erder  of  the  b  ire- 
warden9,"or  other  authority,    no   Member  is  to  ab- 
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sent  himself  without  permission  from  the  Oflficer  com- 
manding the  Engine  he  belongs  to,  and  for  disobedi- 
ence shall  pay  a  fine  ol  5s  ;  and  every  Member  who 
does  not  repair  to  the  Engine  which  he  belongs, 
after  she  has  gone  to  a  fire,  [if  possible]  shall  also 
pay  a  fine  of  5s. 

RULE  VII. 

Cleaning  engine  after  fire. — If  after  a  Fire 
the  Captain  or  Ofl^cers  should  think  it  necessary  to 
examine  and  clean  the  Engines,  they  shall  appoint  a 
time  and  place  for  that  purpose,  and  any  ^lember 
not  attending  shall  pay  a  fine  of  5s. 

RULE  VIII. 

Fine  for  non  attendance  at  monthly  meet- 
ings, &.C. — Any  Member  absenting  himself  at  a 
Monthly  Meeting,  shall  at  the  ne.xt  meeting,  make 
his  excuse  to  the  Company,  if  amy  he  has,  and  if  not, 
he  shall  pay  a  fine  of  2s.  6d.  for  each  offence  in  the 
Summer  months  ;  and  7|d.  for  each  offence  in  the 
Winter  months  ;  and  any  Member  neglecting  to  at- 
tend three  successive  Monthly  Meetings,  shall  be 
excluded.  In  the  Summer  Season,  the  Lieutenant  of 
each  Division,  shall  appoint  Keepers  at  the  Engine 
House  ;  shall  make  a  return  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
state  of  the  Engine,  &.c.  of  present  and  absent  Mem- 
bers ;  and  the  excuse  Of^'^ny)  of  an  absent  Mem- 
ber, shall  be  make  at  the  General  Meetino-,  which 
(general)  meetings  shall  be  from  October^to  April, 
(inclusive,)  and  in  July.  At  the  July  Meeting,  the 
Company  will  meet  together  at  8  o'clock,  and  any 
Member  not  attending  at  the  time  appointed,  shall 
pay  a  fine  of  6d.  Sickness  or  leave  of  adsencc  e\- 
ccj)ted. 

RULE  IX. 

Neglect  of  dutt. — Any  Member   absenting 
himself  from  his  proportion  of  duty,  by  repealed  neg- 
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iHrence,  or  comtempt,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the 
("o.npany  by  a  majority  of  votes,  to  finally  exclude 
liim. 

RULE  X. 

Electiov  of  members.— When  any  person  is 
pfonosed  to  become  a  Member  of  this  Company,  his 
nanie  shall  be  minuted  in  the  Books,  and  sent  to  the 
Firewardens  or  other  authority  for  approval  ;  and 
then  only  to  be  admitted  by  a  majority  of  votes  by 
bllotT  upon  his  admission  he  shall  pay  $4  entry 
money  and  before  next  meeting  he  shall  furnish 
.mself  with  a  Fire  Cap,  such  as  shall  be  approved, 
b^the  Company  at  the  General  Meeting,  m  default 
thereof,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  5s. 

RULE  XL 

Lnspectionof  CAPS.-At  the  working  of  the 
Engines  in  the  Months  of  April  and  October  all  the 
Me!nbers  of  the  Company  are  to  wear  their  l-ire 
Caps  which  are  to  be  inspected  by  the  Lieutenan 
oie'aih  Division,  and  -y  Cap  found  not  eleanan^'. 
la  -ood  order,  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  fined  Is. 

RULE  XIL 

Time  of  MEETiNCS.-The  Company  will  meet 
at  three  o'clock  in  the  affernoon,  in  the  month  of 
Octrr  ;  and  at  six  o'clock  in  all  the  other  montl^ 
throughout  the  year  ;  and  any  Membe.  who  does  not 
attend  in  fifteen  minutes  after  the  ^nne  appointed   in 

the  bummer  season,  shall  pay  ^  ^"^  "  ,"/  ,^f- ^  ,,' 
wise   any  Member    who    does   not  ^^^tend  m  thuty 
,niuutes  alter  the  time  a^^pointed  m  the  ^\  inter    sea 
son,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  7 id. 

RULE  XIIL 

Special  MEEXiNGs^The    Officers   shall  have 
the  power  of  calling  a  Specml  Meeting.    (H  neces 
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sary,)  and  any  Member  who  does  not  attend  after 
being  warned  shall  pay  a  tine  of  is.  Gd.  Also  any 
Member  who  docs  not  attend  to  his  Engine  should 
it  want  to  be  removed  at  any  time,  (after  being  warn- 
ed by  the  Officer  commanding,)  shall  pay  a  fine  of 
28.  6d.  Sickness  or  out  of  town  on  necessary  busi- 
ness excepted. 

RULE  XIV. 

Fine  for  neglecting  busiitess  of  company. — 
If  any  Member  shall  leave  the  Company  at  a  Gener- 
al Meeting,  before  the  business  of  the  evening  is 
over,  without  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the 
Company,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  2s.  6d. 

RULE  XV. 

ExPENCES  OF  THR  COMPANY. — Each  Member  shall 
pay  7^d.  for  the  expences  of  the  evening  at  every 
General  Meeting.  No  liquor  to  be  brought  in  the 
room  till  the  business  of  the  Company  is  over. 

RULE  XVL 

Priviledge  of  the  Secretary. —Whereas  it  is 
considered  by  the  Company  Ihat  the  Secretary  has 
considerable  trouble,  he  shall  be  exempt  from  every 
expense  and  attendance  at  the  Engine,  only  in  case 
of  a  fire,  and  at  the  room  where  the  business  of  the 
the  Company  is  to  be  transacted. 

RULE  XVIL 

Repairs  OF  the  Engines— In  case  any  repairs 
are  wanted  for  the  E:ngines,  the  Captain  is  to  apply 
to  the  Firewards,  of  the  Town  of  Halifax. 

RULE  XVllL 

Limits  of  the  town.— The  limits  of  the  Town 
of  Halilax,  includes  the  whole  Peninsula,  as  far  as 
the  Block'house  Hill. 
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RULE  XIX. 

Absence  of  the  Captain. — In  the  event  of  the 
Captain  being  absent  at  a  Regular  Meeting,  or  at  a 
tire,  the  oldest  Lieutenant  shall  take  conunand  of 
said  company,  and  Engines,  and  proceed  agreeabl* 
to  the  furegoing  Rules. 

RULE  XX. 

Fine  for  attendino  juries,  &.c. — If  any  Mem- 

ooror  Members  of  this  Company,  meet  on  any  Jury, 

Coroner's  Inquest  excepted)  or  do  Militia  duty  of 

any  kind,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  !20s.  for  each  and  every 

uffciice, 

RULE  XXI. 

Fine  i^OR  using  ill  language,  &.c. —  If  any 
Afember  of  this  Company  interrupt  another  when  ad- 
dressing the  chair,  swoar  or  use  any  profane  lan- 
guage at  the  time  of  performing  the  business  of  the 
Company,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  Is.  3d.  for  each  and 
every  otfence. 

RULE  xxn. 

That  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  be  read  by 
the  Secretary,  at  the  Meetings  in  April  and  October.
